INVESTMENT COMMITMENTS BY EUROPEAN ENTREPRENEURS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 19 Feb 82 p 2 


Text] Several West German and French entrepreneurs ere expected to invest 
capital in Indonesia in the fields of pulp and paper industry, machineries and 
vaccines for poultry. This expectation is based on their commitments during 
separate meetings with Indonesian authorities recently. 


Ir Suhartoyo, chairman of Capital Investment Coordination Agency [BKPM], made 
these remarks after reporting to President Soeharto at Merdeka Palace yester- 
jay. He briefed the president on the results of his trip to Switzerland, 
West Germany and France accompanied by Widjojo Nitisastro, minister of 
economic, financial and industrial affairs and concurrently chairman of 


National Development Planning Board [BAPPENAS ]. 


Ir Suhartoyo said that he held a meeting with European businessmen in Davos, J 
Switzerland, in which Widjojo Nitisastro proposed developed nations to open 
their doors wide in helping developing countries and such international fund 
resources as the World Bank to act more liberally in aiding Third World 
countries. 


From Switzerland, Suhartoyo and Nitisastro proceeded to West Germany to 
officiate at the opening ceremony of the BKPM »ranch in Frankfurt, and thence 
to Paris (France) for the same purpose. The BKPM branch in New York will be 
opened shortly.

they wou commitments from several industrialists to invest in Indonesia in the 
abovementioned fields forthwith, 


In reply to reporters’ questions, Suhartoyo estimated the capital to be 
invested by European entrepreneurs at $1 billion, although its realization 
remains to be seen, "I think we will get a more concrete picture about West 
German and French investments in the cuming six months,” he added.

{0VERIMENT OBLIGED TO RESETTLE 200,000 HOUSEHOLDS 
Jekarta PELITA in Indonesian 3 Mar 82 p 1 


[Text] By the end of March 1962, the government has a carry-over of 75,000 
; be resettled, therefore it will have to resettle a total of 
s during the fiscal year of 1982-83. 


sre was divulged to the press by Martono, vice minister of resettle- 
ter a mecting with President Soeharto at Merdeka Palace yesterday. 


He said that the large number of carry-overs was due, among others, to 
shortage of transport facilities and shifting of resettlement locations. if 
the original 150 transmigration sites, 69 have been scratched off in conform 
ity with the joint decision by the ministers of agriculture, internal affairs 
and trade; as a result, only 61 locales are available for resettlement pur- 
poses. The change in location has delayed the program by il montis. 


From 1 April 1981 to March 1982 (fiscal year), 81,800 households were 
resettled. For comparison, 91,771 households were resettled curing the 
January-December 1941 period (calendar year). If the target of about 7,000 
households for resettlement is fulfilled in March this year, a total of more 
than 61,6800 households will have been moved out during the fiscal year of 
1981-82, This resettlement program has been carried out with whatever means 
on hand. When Hercules and Transsal planes, bringing the total number to 

6 and 3, respectively, are made available, more households can be trans- 
migrated to cuter islands. 


Martono said the President was convinced that with the number and quality of 
transportation in our possession, we can resettle 100,000 people out of Java 
per year. 


Furthermore, Martono said transmigration centers no longer pose any problen. 
Allocation of resettlement sites has t*en approved by all parties concerned 

on the basis of the "Bakoptrans” [Coordination Agency for the Implementation 
of Transmigration] map, end each government agency is supposed to carry out 

its respective activities accordingly. 








This coordinated plan is being carried out this year, and the number of 
settlers for each site has been ascertained, so there will be no problem of 
overfulfilling tne quota of settiers. 


During the Fourth Five-Year Plan, the target for transmigration will be 
ased, as the growth rate in population is still high. 


eantime, voluntary transmigretion is directed toward Sumatra and 
an. All governors have been requested to reserve some centers for 
“— " settlers. Efforts are being made to turn the eastern pert of 
specially the border areas, into general transmigration centers.

BANK LOANS REACH 2.7 TRILLION RUPIAHS 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 19 Feb 82 pp 1,3 


[Excerpts] Finance Minister Ali Wardhana has divulged that bank loans through 
their 10 million clients have reached a total of 2.7 trillion rupiahs. 


e loans ere of various kinds, from investment credits which have totalled 
trillion rupiahs to smaller loans to low- and middle-income groups totalling 
-7? trillion rupiahs. 


In his work conference with the House Budget Commission Thursday, the minister 
of finance made mention of the kind of “small investment credits" [KIK]} which 
have reached a total of 495 billior rupiahs involving 159,000 clients. Of 
course, these clients have workers in their employ, and so the credits have 
added many job opportunities. 


There are also other kinds of credit. One is called “permanent working 
capital credit" [KMKP], issued by banks to 1.2 million people and amounting 
to 992 billion rupiahs. Another small-amount credit type has been issued to 
728,000 clients amounting to 52 billion rupiahs. Small loans have also been 
given to 8,2 million vendors to the tune of 75 billion rupiahs. 


Another type of credit issued by the government is called “home-owners credit” 
which has benefited 60,000 people in the total amount of 61 billion rupiahs. 
Again, the granting of this credit has made it possible to hire people for 

the construction of housing. 


During the work conference which was led by Drs Sugandhi, chairman of the 
Budget Commission, Finance Minister Ali Wardhana brought up the government's 
monetary and fiscal policy which eventually created new job opportunities for 
the people. 


He mentioned the restriction against exportation of logs, which resulted in 
ti.e decrease in foreign exchange earniugs, in order to create work opportun- 
ities in processing timber into lumber. 











example, he said that in 1980 the government received 87 applica- 
tions for processing timber, of which 26 mills were in production and 17 
others under construction. In 1981 the number of similar applications jumped 
to 170. Of this figure, 99 are still in preliminary stage, 39 under con-

GOVERNMENT TO SAFESUARD RICE PRODUCTION 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 22 Feb 82 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Within the framework of implementation of Presidential Instruc- 
tion No. 11/1961, the government is making available all funds and resources 
to safeguard rice production during harvest and postharvest periods, even with 


“unlimited” funds. Apart from that, the government plans to discontinue 
importing rice from foreign countries beginning the coming 1982/83 season. 


Thus said Lili Kusumah, deputy chief of National Logistics Board, during a 
work conference with the House Commission IV in Jakarta last Saturday. 


The said government policy got a positive response from the House Commission 

VY which covers agricultural and manpower matters in its terms of reference. 
Indeed, the problem of rice supplies in the postharvest period vas a subject 
of animated discussion during the joint work conference last Saturday. 


(nm facing the coming 1982/63 harvest, Lili Kusumah said, the government has 
made all the necessary and detailed preparations to safeguerd rice production, 
including the availability of 430 threshers, 2,040 drying machines, 1,447 
rice winnowing machines, 16,412 units of storages, sun-drying spaces and 
kiosks in village cooperative units, 1,500 units of 2.5-ton trucks, 3,063 
motorcycles, 30,630 scales and 3,063 bicycles. 


Half of the abovementioned apparatuses have been distributed to West Java, 
Central vave, Yogyakarta, East Java, Bali, West lesser Sundas wd South 
Sulawesi, while the remainder will be sent out in stages in line with the 
harvest schedule in each region. 


Lili Kusumah would take charge of the safeguarding of rice production in Aceh 
province in a special way, for production loss during the postharvest period 
there has reached 30 percent, recarded as the highest throughout Indonesia. 











Kusumah explained there is a bad custom prevailing in Aceh, the motive of 
which is as yet unfathomable, That is, after the rice is harvested, it is 
piled up along the road and neglected for a long stretch of time. The result 
is that much paddy drops onto the ground, disintegrates and becomes irretriev- 
able, 


Last 7 February FAO donated through the Department cf Agriculture $172,000 or 
about 100 million rupiehs in the forms of technical experts, trainers and 
equipment to resolve postharvest difficulties in Aceh province. 


rhe deputy chairman of National Logistics Board also explained that the govern- 
ment has no plan to import rice for 1962/83, row that domestic rice production 
has exceeded the total nceds. imported rice now being unloaded at Tanjung 

Priok reportedly represents remnants of sice belatedly brought in from 1981/82

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Much assumptions and speculations were brought up during the meeting concern- 
ing the varying percentages of production loss during harvest and postharvest 
periods in different regions. For instance, Wardojo, director general for 
food plants, mentioned that according to an FAO estimate in 1981, the percent- 
age of production loss during postharvest period hovers between 11.28 percent 
and 12.15 percent of the total production. This percentage does not include 
the loss incurred during transportation and “handling" from farmers’ level to 
village cooperative units [kuD], from KUD to logistic depots [Dolog}, and from 


Dolog/Bulog [Logistics Boar? } to consumers. 


According te a Bulog estimate, rice production loss from harvest time to 
consumers’ dining-table averages 25 percent of the total production. It was 
said that the buying price by Bulog/Dolog from the KUD level averages 240 
rupiahs per kilogram and that the total rice production in Indonesia for 
1981/32 was about 22.2 million tons. 


Due to the differing figures, neither the legislative branch (Housc Commission 
IV) nor the executive branch (government) insisted on setting a definitive 
figure or estimate concerning rice production loss during harvest or post- 
harvest period. 


However, based on the above figures, it is not difficult to estimate the 
value of rice production lost during harvest and postharvest periods. fFor 
instance, assuming the percentage of lost production averages le percent and 
the annual rice production is 22 million tons and the purchasing price is 240 
rupiahs per kilogram, then the value of the lost production totals about 600 
billion rupiahs. 


On the other hand, if we assume the average production loss to be 19 percent, 
the total value involved becomes 1 trillion rupiahs, a figure equal to the 
budget of the Department of Agriculture for the year 1982/83. 











Lili Kusumah said that although Indonesia's cice production is on the 
increase, the government has no plan to exrc:t rice yet. It continues to 
give top priority to fulfilling domestic requirements, because the per capita 
rice consumption is increasing steeply and it is not easy to curb it. “Apart 
from that, the government is determined to create an ‘iron stock’ of rice 
amounting to 5 million tons to safeguard economic stability and national 
security," Kusumah asserted. 


Moreover, exporting rice at the present time would meet with two insurmount- 
able difficulties, one is that the quality of Indonesian rice is generally 
lower than those produced in other countries and the other is that our sell- 
ing price is far from being competitive.

IMMEDIATE ELECTIONS DEMANDED AS SOLUTION TO PAKISTAN'S PROBLEMS

[Interview with Mohammad Hussain Chattha, distinguished Muslim League leader, 
by Rafiq Ghori: "By Joining the Federal Advisory Council, Muslim League 
Members Have Disgraced the Party! I Cannot Proclaim Someone Patriotic or 
Unpatriotic!"; date and place not specified] 


[Excerpts ] [question] What is your opinion about the Muslim League's current 
situation in which the leaders are bombarding each other with statements? 
Has the Muslim League really come to an end? 


[Answer] It cannot be denied that at present the Muslim League is divided 
into small groups, but it is wrong to conclude from this that it has ceased 
to exist. Since, in my opinion, the Muslim League is synonymous with the 
Pakistan Movement, it cannot even be conceived that this movement and its 
implications are extinct. 


For years the Muslim League has been tumbling, turning, enduring and sustain- 
ing, but in time of need it has shown its mettle. It was formed in 1906 and 
within 35-36 years, it performed a miracle in establishing the world's largest 
Islamic state. A similar length of time has elapsed once again. God willing, 
it will again play a similar historical role. The Muslim League is the 
standard bearer of Islam's renaissance, and from its birth to the present day, 
it has adhered to its principles as an organization. Its only misfortune is 
that some people, perceiving it as a political organization, regard it as a 
ladder to the attainment of power. They are certainly not aware of its basic 
objectives. Such people damage the organization for selfish motives and this 
blemishes its honor. As a further calamity, responsibility for the actions 
of such people is imposed on the party, even though it has stood by its 
principles. 


The most distinctive feature of the Muslim League is that it is and will 


remain above sectarianism, provincialism and racial prejudices. Another 
commendable quality of the League is that it makes its own decisions and does 
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not act on foreign instructions. It welcomes the unity of the entire nation 
and country. It has never agreed to be someone's puppet and its traditions 
are unique. No other organization can enjoy such leadership. 


Quaid-e-Azam was its leader. He is the leader even today and will be in the 
future. Since Quaid-e-Azam, whoever took the responsibility was just an 
office holder, not our leader. 


[Question] But in view of the Muslim League's present condition, it is 
fitting to say, "All that glitters is not gold." 


[Answer] This saying does not apply here. As I said earlier, we made a big 
commitment and we fulfilled it quickly. This commitment was the establish- 
ment of Pakistan, The Muslim League is Pakistan's most progressive party. 

On life style and socialism and in the field of agriculture, it provided the 
country with more advanced programs than any other organization. Not only 
did it furnish programs, but it acted on them steadily and in gradual stages. 


[Question] Mr Chattha! I might believe what you are saying but the readers 
must be given some proof, 


[Answer] I can give you not one but many proofs. For example, the termina- 
tion of the feudal system in East Pakistan in spite of unfavorable conditions, 
agricultural reforms in West Pakistan and planning of the economic progress 
of the entire country. We achieved all this when our resources were quite 
limited, The Muslim League did all this without securing loans from anywhere 
and without mortgaging the future of the country. Unfortunately, we did not 
have enough time. We rehabilitated 10 million refugees, fought the Kashmir 
war and dealt with the flood of 1950. 


Due to jealousy and rivalry, God knows what accusations are levied against us 
by our critics, They have developed the habit of attacking in this way. 
Their aim in any case is to damage the ideology of Pakistan by making 
unfounded accusations against the Muslim League and its leaders. With 
patience and steadfastness, the Muslim League upheld the existence of 
Pakistan during extremely crucial times. The accusers in particular and the 
new generation in general are unaware of the severe conditions and turmoils. 


[Question] So, the Muslim League is without blemishes, So far it has com- 
mitted no blunders, or will it? 


[Answer] No, there is no such thing, We, too, have made mistakes. The 
greatest blunder is that after the demise of Quaid-e-Azam and Quaid-e-Millat 
(Luiagat Ali Khan), we sought the assistance of the bureaucracy in solving 
the country's intricate problems. If we had stopped there, perhaps we would 


have never seen these days. What happened was that we entrusted the real 
leadership to the bureaucracy. This wrong step, no matter how much sincerity 
it contained, was the Muslim League's greatest blunder. 
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[Question] Being impressed by your praise of the Muslim League, if someone 
joins this organization, which group would he be in? Which group of the 
Muslim League are you in? 


[Answer] I am in Pir Pagara's group and consider that the right choice. 


[Question} But most of the members of your group have joined the Federal 
Advisory Council, whereas you and your organization are against joining the 
Advisory Council. Under these circumstances, who is left in your organiza- 
tion? 


[Answer] Violation of the principles of the organization by even one member 
is a sad thing. That is why the reputavion of political organizations is 
ruined. In my opinion, violators of principles can never be worthy of praise. 
Organizations survive with the people . support. The exit or entry of some 
members or their character does not .ake much difference, If the organization 
upholds its motto steadfastly, it can easily overcome such setbacks provided 
it continues to work with the people. 


[Question] It is said that before and after the establishment of the 
Advisory Council, several Muslim League leaders visited you and tried to 
change your opinion. What would you say in this regard? 


[Answer] After I openly expressed my views about the Advisory Council and 
its membership in the executive council of the Muslim League, it was 
impossible for any person to talk to me in this regara. I clearly indicated 
in the executive council that this nondemocratic institution [Federal 

Advisory Council] was being established merely to support the power structure, 
and the significance of this step is that it is designed to intentionally 
hovdwink the common people. 


[Question] Nowadays there is a discussion going on with reference to 
Western democracy and Islamic democracy. What is your opinion about this? 


[Answer] Well! Isiamic democracy is continuously and emphatically being 
discussed these days as if democracy is a negation of Islamic democracy, 
although Islamic democracy is more vast and effective. The only difference 
betwen Western and Islamic democracy is that in Islam none of the democratic 
institutions clashes with the fundamental principles and values of Islan. 

The explanation of these principles is clearly given in the Holy Koran and by 
the Holy Prophet's practice. In other words, people are given full authority 
to fulfill their needs and desires while staying within these principles and 
values. 


[Question] Once again, speaking of democracy, could you please tell us what 
would be the consequences of elections under the present circumstances? 








[Answer] I was going to come to this point. It is said that, God forbid, 

if elections are held the country will disintegrate. In other words, martial 
law should be imposed permanently. It is most unfortunate for a country that 
came into existence on the basis of democracy to maintain that it cannot exist 
without martial law. A study of events, though, leads us to a different 
result. 


In my opinion, the country has acquired a volatility and its enemies both 
within and outside are aiming their guns at this unfortumate country. There- 
fore, the only solution is that total harmony and unity must be instilled 
among the people. 


[Question] When you mentioned national unity, I thought of [Baluchi leaders] 
Bizenjo and Bugti. Would you like to comment on them? 


[Answer] I would not speak about someone just for the sake of changing my 
subject. The Punjabis play a major role in the present mistrust about Punjab 
among the smaller provinces. With a thousand apologies, I feel that it is 
essential to make efforts to eliminate the suspicions existing or instilled 
in the hearts of these brothers. 


Nevertheless, we are marching forward toward ever-increasing mistrust. 


Like a new toy, the leadership of the institution [Advisory Council], though 
it is utterly powerless and is 4 mere show, has been granted to Punjab 
instead of some other province. Provincial and national problems cannot be 
solved by elevating a few individuals to high positions as flattery. This 
task requires the planning of a permanent and substantial solution. Never- 
theless, paying attention tothese small problems can help in bridging the gap. 


[Question] In your opinion, what is the permanent solution of these problems 
through which those doubts and misunderstandings can be eradicated? 


[Answer] In my opinion, the first step is to hold elections. Similarly, 

the president and the prime minister should not be from the same province, 

The senate should be granted more power, so much so that no lew should be 
inforced without the senate's approval. Under the present circumstances, I 
would go as far as to say that the budget, too, should not be acted upon with- 
out the senate's approval. 


[Question] After the 1973 constitution, these suggestions appear to be 
totally unnecessary and out of place. 


[Answer] The many powers granted to the provinces in the 1973 constitution 
were not acted on. This is what led to an increasing number of misunder- 
standings. My suggestions can prove very effective in such circumstances, 
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[Question] What you have said is true. These are certainly not the words of 
@ nonpatriot, but censorsaip is still imposed on the magazines, so that a 
very essential part of your interview can be deleted. Still, could you please 
tell us why elections are: not possible in the present circumstances? 


[Answer] I am well awere of the present restrictions imposed on you 
Journalists and my demand is that the sword of censorship should be immedi- 
ately lifted from all magazines. Political parties should be restored so 
that political activites can commence as soon as possible. It must be 
remembered that impartial elections are the prime condition of a powerful 
agemocracy. Also, only those parties should be permitted to participate in 
the elections who are not only national but understand the foundations of the 
ideology of Pakistan and believe in it. Elections should be held separately 
for every office since this is the foundation of Pakistan. As assembly ember 
should not only be cupablemd honest but he should also be a true represnta- 
tive. A condition should be laid for this that as long as a candidate doves 
not receive 50 percent of the registered votes, he cannot be regarded as a 
representative.

[Answer] I know that in the first round hardly any candidate would be able 
%~o fulfill this condition. However, in the second round, which should follow 
efter 10-l days, only the candidates holding first and second positions should 
participate. In this way, the members elected and the assembly formed would 
be strong, and its formation would terminate small and insignificant parties. 
Not only would the government be capable of acting on its programs, but the 
people's confidence in political parties would be restored. 


You have also asked me about proportional representation. I realize that the 
these days there is extensive propaganda about proportional representation in 
Pakistan. I feel that if the principle of proportional representation is 
adopted, it would promote further disruption and disunity. This would 
endanger the country's integrity. Therefore, I would ask the authorities to 
refrain from this, since proportional representation is s program that has 
been under discussion in England, the cradle of democracy, for the last 50 


years. 


The circumstances of our country are quite different from Sweden ani Norway 
where the proportional representation s,czt.m is practiccd, but over there the 


administration continues to function most efficicrtly even if no government 
has been formed for months. In our country, however, this system would give 
the bureaucracy an opportunity for further foul play.

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‘DAWN’ VIEWS RESUMPTION OF TALKS WITH INDIA

[Editorial: "Time for the Next Round] 


[Text] No date has as yet been fixed for the Indo-Pakistan talks, which were 
to have been held in early March but were postponed at India's instance. In 
fact, indications are not available so far whether the talks will be resumed at 
all in the near future. Although Pakistan has, on several occasions, reaffirmed 
its interest in the resumption of the interrupted dialogue with India and has 
even invited the Indian Government to send its foreign secretary for another 
round of talks, New Delhi has so far shown no interest in Islamabai's offer. 

It is hard to understand why the Indian Government, despite its proclaimed 
interest in normalising relations with Pakistan and concluding a nonaggression 
agreement, has not proceeded to fix a date for the official-level talks. This 
seems all the more intriguing in view of the fact that the Indian foreign min- 
ister has taken note of Pakistan's desire for improved relations, describing 

it as “encouraging”. Moreover, Indian leaders have let it be known that 

they would like to pick up the thread of the dialogue. An articulate section 
of public opinion in India also appears to favour the resumption of talks with 
Pakistan. 


the deteriorating political environment of Southwest Asia adds urgency to the 
need for promoting an Indo-Pakistan detente, for which purpose Mr Agha Shahi 
visited New Delhi in early February. A dialogue is necessary to sweep away 
the cobweb of suspicion and misunderstanding which have been vitiating the 
relations between the two countries for decades. Although the climate for 
talks betweenthem can hardly be described as ideal at the moment, this should 
not really deter the negotiators on the two sides. After all the climate will 
not improve of itself. The New Delhi talks were also preceded by misgivings 
and scepticism but when they were held the negotiations managed to generate 
sufficient goodwill to enable the date for the next round to be fixed. 


The danger inherent is slamming the door on the dialogue at this stage on a 

mere pretext has been highlighted in recent weeks. Bcth India and Pakistan 

find themselves severely handicapped when channels of communication between 

them are clogged. - This also obliges the two governments to adopt a public 
posture on issues which can best be negotiated quietly without the glare of pub- 
licity. The commumications gap has, very often, given rise to needless sus- 
picion and misunderstanding. 
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Moreover, India‘s failure to understand Pakistar's position on important is- 
sues such as Kashmir and its security compulsions only goes to underline the 
need for a dialogue between them. In that context, the report that the modali- 
ties pertaining to the composition, frequency of meetings and level of repre- 
sentation of the Indo-Pakistan joint commissiog, are to come up for discussion 
soon is to be welcomed. But it is equally i tant that negotiations on a 
nonaggression agreement be resumed before the t countries cause further danm- 
age and the goodwill generated by the Shahi-Rao talks in early February is 
dissipated altogether.

EXPOSE OF GHAUS BAKHSH BIZENJO 
Lahore CHATAN in Urdu 15 Feb 82 pp &, 38 


{Article by Muhammad Sa‘id Izhar: "Mr Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo: From ‘Father 
of Parley’ to ‘Capitalist’ ] 


[Text] Come, let us look at Mr Ghaus Bakheh Bizenjo in the context of his 
personality, political career and structure of thought. 


This oval faced politican who emerged from the hills of Baluchistan is a 
very interesting mystery. His life, politics, conduct and ideology are a 
lively story of the vicissitudes of life. He is a person who travels the 
journey of Life with composure, but who pounces on his prey like a cheetah. 
He does mot like the bravery of the lion, because innocence aas never been 
one of his provisions for the journey. Whenever he hae wanted to, he has 
turned the boats of Sardar Ataullah Mengal, Kahir Bakhsh Murree, Navab 
Akbar Bagti, Sher Baz Mazari, Ahmad Navaz Bagti and bani Bakhsh Zohri 
towards his own bank. The words of Bizenjo are not poisonous. Sut the body 
which opposes him slowly turns blue. He doesn't get angry, hence several 
delicate emotions pass over him like meiting snow. He has never had to 
waste his time at the feet of the goddess of integrity. 


The Bizenjo tribe is located along the coastal strip in Makran and holds a 
place of central importance in this area. Most of the lands of this peace- 
ful farming community are rain-fed. The Bizenjo tribe is basically a branch 
of the Brahuis. The Brahuis are connected with the Dravidian race. The 
language of this tribe is also Brahui, which derives from the Dravidian 
language. Bizenjo considers himself a member of the Brahui nationality. 
The majority of the Bizenjos are Zakariyas. The Zakariyas consider then- 
selves Muslims, but because of their beliefs, in the present situation have 
been determined to be a minority. Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo is not the chief 
of his tribe but rather is of a chiefly family. His family has a prominent 
place in the tribe. He is also a large landlord, although until 1970 most 
of his lands were undeveloped and uninhabited. Bizenjo was educated in 
Aligarh. After completing his education he returned to Baluchistan and 
quickly became a member of the communist movement. In those days this mve- 
ment was only under the influence of the Soviet Union. In the service 

of the leaders of his party he also became a member of the Indian Nat ional 
Congress and then received a salary as a member of both parties. Being one 
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of the few literate people in the Brahui tribe, he easily found employment 
in Qalat [Kalat] state. He soon made his presence felt. At the time of 
the founding of Pakistan he was ‘he minister of finance in this state. 


Bizenjo‘s natural intelligence began to widen its horizons from here. Several 
elements of Bizenjo"s party also tried to make Qalat State independent rather 
than being a part of Pakistan. CGhaus Bakhsh Bizenjo spoke boldly in favor of 
this position in the Assembly. He made impassioned speeches against including 
the state in Pakistan. He also presented a resolution based on this position. 
During this whole period Chaus Bakhsh Bizenjo’s position as a landlord was 
becoming firm. Until the annexation of Qalat in Pakistan he kept up his 
connections with the leaders of the Indian National Congress. 


Despite not being a chief, Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo has ridden on the shoulders 
of the chiefs in an old fashioned tribal society. One of the chiefs is Duda 
Khan Zarakzai, who is the leader of the Khabalanavan. There are Bizenjos 
living in this area, along with other tribes. There is Ataullah Mengal, the 
chief of a strong and warlike tribe. The Mengals are neighbors of the peace- 
ful Bizenjo tribe, as though they were wolves for the Bizenjo sheep. Despite 
all this, in the last three decades Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo has obtained an 
influential status in national and regional politics. Deception has been his 
nost powerful weapon in obtaining this success. Because of a strategem the 
friendship and enmity between the Zehri and Mengal tribes changed and their 
power was lost. Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo had chief Dadu Khan Zarakzai's 
demand from chief Ataullah Mengal the return of tribal rebels. 


Chief Ataullah Mengal could not fill Dadu Khan's demand according to the 
tradition of the Baluch. So chief Dadu Khan took chief Ataullah Mengal's 
enemy, Ali Muhammad Mengal, under his protection. Thus Mir Ghaus Bakhsh 
Bizenjo made both tribes enemies. At te same time Bizenjo kept Safar Khan, 
Gohar Khan and Ataullah Mengal firmly under his control. Mir Ghaus Bakhsh 
Bizenjo, like a turtle, slowly trampled the earth of Baluchi politics! 





Mic Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo lighted the fire of Baluchism in the minds of young 
chiefs like Nawab Khair Bakhsh Murree and Nawab Akbar Bugti, while he hin- 
self was a Brahui. By his affectionate approach he made the two young 

chiefs enamoured of him and used their tribal power to increase his finan- 
cial and political power. One time he was also fairly successtul in creating 
enmity between the chiefs of the two tribes, even though Nawab Khair Bakhsh 
Murree and Nawab Akbar Bagti had been friends since childhood. First of all 
he isolated Nawab Khair Bakhsh Murree for four years. During this time he 
developed special relations from a tribal standpoint with Nawab Akbar 

Bugti and Chief Ataullah Mengal. Then he made use of Nawab Khair Bakhsh 
Murree, Chief Atauliah Mengal and Chief Nawab Akbar Bugti during the move- 
ment to break up the one unit. During the 1970 elections too, these three 
were Bizenjo's political playtoys. After his success in the elections he 
made a plan to undermine Nawab Akbar Bugti in his tribe. Nawab Akbar Bugti's 
emotional irascibility made Bizenjo's work easy. To fulfill his plan he 
trapped Nawab Akbar Bugti's brother Ahmad Nawaz Bugti in the net of minister- 
ship. Using money and government influence he became busy in strengthening 
Ahmad Nawaz Bugti in the tribe. Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo was made Governor 
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of Baluchistan in the NAP government. Mir Gul Khan Nasir, who for many 

years was his right hand man, was given a ministership on the basis of 
friendship. Mir Bizenjo used the political power of NAP to gain favors 

from the former Prime Minister Mr Zulfikar Ali Bhutto and from the Shah of 
Iran, Muhammad Reza Pahlavi. During his period as governor, Bizenjo collect- 
ed finencial resources for himself, his companions, and his political pro- 
gram. Mir Gul Khan Nasir was his chief help in the effort to amass financial 
resources. In addition, the minister from Makran, Abdulrahman, was also 

used by Bizenjo. These actions disgraced the NAP government during that 
period, and Mr Bhutto decided to take advantage of this atmosphere. 


Mir Ghaus Bizenjo made the gross mistake of making all of Nawab Akbar 
Bugti's enemies his friends, but the Baluchi chiefism proved stronger than 
Bizenjo's cleverness, to the extent that all the prominent members of the 
tribe demanded the resignation of Ahmad Nawaz Bugti. Now the field was clear 
for Mr Bhutto. He convinced Nawab Akbar Bugti to return from London to his 
homeland. 


Nawab Akbar Bagti suddenly arrived anc the spirit of the NAP government was 
extracted! 


During the Bhutto regime Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo was named as the "Father 

of Parleys." Wrapped in a cloak of soft speaking, enthusiasm and sincerity, 
Bizenjo kept his true thoughts and feelings hidden, so the NAP leadership 
selected him as its spokesman. In a little while the NAP people realized that 
merely speaking well is not sufficient; one also needs deep understanding 

and potitical insight, particularly for discussions with someone like Mr 
Bhutto. Recently Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo, whom Wali Khan sometimes 
affectionately calls Ghausi, came down from the mountains of the Baluchistan 
at the beginning of the year to water the land of the Punjab and Sindh with 
his thoughts and political philosophy. 


Many people in political and ideological circles disagreed with Mr Bizenjo; 
many agreed! I too am among those many agreeing with his ideas. On 

January 23, 1982 at the residence of sayyid Vilayat Husain Gardezi in Multan, 
Mir Bizenjo spoke with reporters. The portion of the discussion dealing with 
the security and unity of Pakistan can truly play an important role. He 
said: 


"] want a strong center for Pakistan which will protect its borders and 

its constitution and be the guarantee of its interests. I feel that control 
of defense, foreign relations and currency is sufficient for this. Control 

of other matters should be with the units of the federation. Another 
alternative suggestion is that the provinces should be given self-determina- 
tion according to the form of the rights of the provinces which the founder 
of Pakistan and his companions set out in the 1940 resolution, along with the 
1946 amendments. The fundamental matter is that the units of the federa- 
tion should be satisfied in whatever way possible. If a constitution does 

not give these rights then I don’t give a damn if it goes to hell. A consti- 
tution which does not guarantee the security of Pakistan or protect the rights 
of the units should be thrown away." 
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Mr Mir Bizenjo brought forward these truths in regard to the amendments in 
the 1973 constitution expected from the Advisory Council: 


“Wher I don’t accept the existence or constitutional status of the authori- 
ties which formed the Advisory Council then why should I accept the Advisory 
Council or its decisions." 


This from a statesmanlike man. So Bizenjo went further in these discussions 
than !'?'s leadership wanted. Bizenjo repeated this action so many times 
that a. one stage the NAP leadership became suspicious. It felt that Bizenjo 
had secretly been collaborating with Mr Bhutto, and his friends and compan- 
ions no longer trusted him. It is possible that Mr Bizenjo was avoiding 
adopting the path of conflict with good intentions. It is also possible 

that despite being familiar with political intrigues, he could not estimate 
the far-reaching results of this policy. At any rate the "Father of Parleys" 
could not give NAP a good bargain. 


In the past 40 years there has been little evolution visible in Mir Ghaus 
Bakhsh Bizenjo's style of politics. Forty years ago he was inclined towards 
atheism and communism and one supposes that today too the mode of his be- 
liefs is the same. At that time he supported Moscow, perhaps *e does today 
too. Then he was a member of Congress. Now too he loves India. He raised 
the slogans of secularism, self-determination, a weak center (though now 

he speaks of a strong center), nationalities and socialism a while ago and 
he hasn't tired of them yet. He was against the founding of Pakistan. 

Now too if this country is in some way wounded there is great likelihood 
that he won't be upset. Then he was paid for his political work, and now...! 
Mr Bizenjo can also be called a nationalist and secular democrat. One 
should not think that Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo would change his politics 

for money. Not at all. Whatever changes he may go through, they are for the 
sake of furthering his ideological logic and style of politics. He is 
personally against the institution of chiefs and secretly has done no less 
than Mr Bhutto to ruin it. He also made an effort to become a leader of the 
defunct NAP, but Chief khair Bakhsh Murree did not go along with him in this 
scheme. Because Mr Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo was not born a chief he cannot be- 
come one. Yes! He did slowly make himself a large landowner and head of a 
wealthy md chiefly family. He put his son Bazan Bizenjo and Ahmad Nawaz 
Bugti in the ship breaking business which brings him a lot of money. Doubt- 
less Mir Ghaus Bakhsh Bizenjo can be included among those individuals who 
become absorbed in preaching socialism while practicing capitalism.

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WOMEN DEMAND 50 PERCENT QUOTA IN SERVICE, JOBS

[Text] Chairman of Khawateen Majlis-i-Amal (Women Action Committee) Mrs. 
Shahida Nafees has demanded 50 per cent quota in all services and jobs for 
women in the country. 


Announcing an eight-point charter of the woren action committee at a Press 
conference held at Karachi Press Club here yesterday Mrs. Shahida said ade- 
quate representation should be given to women in interview selection boards 
and Public Service Commission so that justice could be done to women candi- 
dates. 


The committee she pointed out has also demanded subsistence allowance for 
those women who could not be given jobs. 


Mrs. Shahida said that the committee has also demanded the setting up of 
education centres for ,iving education to uneducated women. 


It called for free and compulsory education up to secondary schooi level for 
all boys and girls of the country. 


The committee she said has also noted with concern the issues being raised 
by certain vested interest which in the sacred name of Islam was out to 
exploit the women and was trying to undo Family Laws and make polysamy 
permissible. 


Therefore the committee she said has demanded to retain the Family Laws and 
that it should be made compulsory to seek High Court's verdict for the 
second marriage of man and also in case of dissolution of the marriage. 


As in any case she said the Government should provide legal assistance to the 
women free of cost and that in the event of second marriage or dissolution of 
marriage the wife should be given half of the movable and irmovable property 
of the husband. 


The children in such cases she said should also be allowed to stay with 
mothers as long #: they pleased to stay with hei. 
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Mrs. Shahida said employment of women in present days should not be cons‘d- 
ered something like a fashion trend or just a fun but it was an economic 
necessity for many families. 


Regarding Dr. Israr's assertion about women she said that the committee 
while expressing difference with his interpretation of Islam gives him all 
rights to express his views. 


Knowledge of Quran was a very vast subject as was evident from many schools 
of thought which interpret Islam in different ways. 


Mrs. Shahida said that the committee would seek supporc of #11 political 
parties, lawyers and all other sections of population on eight-point 
charter.

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ZIA ON GRADE SYSTEM REFORM

here today that the Government was considering to abolish the grade system 


in the Government service. 


The President was speaking at the inauguration of the fifth annual general 
meeting of Pakistan Engineering Council. 


The President said that all aspects of the grade system were being thoroughly 
examined to ascertain whether it siould be retained or not. He said manv 
people had contributed towards the creation and progress of Pakistan but some 
had also caused tremendous harm co the country. 


He said that those who had introduced the grade system had also been respon- 
sible for causing severe harm to the country. He said the people had become 
grade-conscious and this had hampered the progress of Pakistan. 


The President citing an instance said that once he had offered a very high 
post to somebody and who inspite of all facilities was more interested in 
grade than other things. 


The President said the Government was actively considering to extend some 
relief to the low salaried staff. He clarified that there was no plan to 
increase the salaries but only some measures would be introduced to reduce 
their burden.

HARASSMENT OF JOURNALISTS DENIED--Karachi, March 20--Lt. Gen. S.M. Abbasi, 
Governor of Sind today assured that the provincial government was not 
intimidating the bonafide journalists engaged in their professional duties 
in the interior of Sind.

The Governor said that out of the six, Nisar 
Baladi, a correspondent of Hilal-e-Pakistan at Shahdadpur, was convicted on 
a criminal charge of kidnapping a minor girl while Zubair Ahmad Mujahid, 
District correspondent of Daily Jang at Jhudoo absconded. Governor Abbasi 
said that Sher Mohammad Malkani and Saeed Khaimkhani, who claimed to be the 
correspondents of daily Amn and Nawai-Waqt respectively at Mirpur Khas had 
no accreditation cards whatsoever. However, their cases are under scrutiny 
by the authorities. Mohammad Ayub Chandio, correspondent of Sind News at 
Shahdadpur and Majahid Qureshi of Inquilab at Sanghar had already been

"NO ALLIANCE WITH PPP'--Lahore, 16 March (JANG Correspondent)--The head of 
the defunct Jamiat-e-Ulema-e-Pakistan Maulana Shah Ahmad Noorani said here 
that there were no talks going on regarding a broad alliance and right now 
the only effort being made was to secure tne signatures of all parties on 

a joint declaration. Talking to newsmen, he said that there was no question 
of an alliance with the PPP. He further stated that the parties wanted the 
government to agree for elections. Later the deputy secretary general of 
Jamiat, Shah Faridul Haq, said in a reception that the Jamiat's 2-point 
formula for solving the existing crisis had been sent to all the political 
parties except Jamaat-e-Islami. He said that because of Jamaat's negative 
attitude and policies it was not possible [for the JUP] to cooperate with 
that party.

MINISTER MADE TO WAIT--Multan, 24 March (JANG Correspondent)--It was learned 
that the Federal Minister of State Mr Mahmud Ali had to wait for three hours 
before he could meet with Nawabzada Nasrullah Khan.

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STUDENTS LOCK UP BUILDING--Karachi 25 March (Staff Reporter)--The students’ 
association of Jam'ia Karachi today again locked up the university's admin- 
istrative block in support of its demands, with the result that again no 
work could be done in the administrative block. The students’ association 
had given the administration of Jam‘ia 4 days’ time to meet its demands. 
After the expiration of the limit a lock was placed on the big door of the 
administration block at 8:30 this morning before the university officials 
and workers arrived for work. By 1:30 p.m. the police broke the lock. A 
large number of police including the superintendent and the S.D.M. [Sub- 
divisional Magistrate] were present when the lock was broken. Only a short 
while after the police left, the students again locked up the block around 

2 pm, amd this time it stayed locked until the evening. The student associa- 
tion has severely criticized the attitude of the vice-chancellor and said 
that the vice-chancellor, instead of solving the problem, has complicated it 
further.

PREM POLITICAL PARTY--For a long time there have been reports about a political 
party being formed to support Gen Prem's entry into politics. At this time 
[the party] is taking shape. The driving forces behind it are Lt Gen Han 

Linanon and Maj Gen Rawi Wanphen who are working together with a group of busi- 
nessmen which calls itself the FPRD [expansion unknown]. They are contacting 


people trying to recruit members, and are getting in touch with retired generals, 


and military officers not on active duty in order to build an advisory council 
for the party. This group of businessmen are cooperating with generals who are 
close to retirement who have had [various] interests: controlling the closure 
of the forests in the 2nd Army Region, controlling mineral exploitation in the 
4th Army Region and who were in charge of road-building in the North. This 
political group will have a death squad and a special operations unit. These 
will utilize the government's task forces which they now control. Most of the 
activities will utilize military men who call themselves democratic. Revela- 
tions are beginning to come out concerning policy and membership. They are 
trying to make it a conservative party. [Text] [Bangkok SIAM MAI in Thai
